Rumours and Realities. 


It is a wise attitude in these days to be 
too sceptical rather than too credulous. 
If that moral is drawn from the excite- 
ments of yesterday, its orgy of rumours 
will not have been altogether mischievous, 
That such rumours may possibly contain 
a subtle element of grave mischief a 
moment's consideration will show. It was 


| first reported yesterday by a Rotterdam 


paper in a special bulletin, which it sub- 
sequently withdrew, that Germany had 
capitulated and that the Kaiser had 
abdicated. This report remained uncon- 
firmed ; but its suggestion was given some 
substance by a later report, whose source 
Amsterdam attributed directly to Berlin, 
that Germany had accepted all President 
Wilson’s conditions, with a plea ad 
misericordiam that “ the interests of the 
German people should be safeguarded.’’ 
Later London was full of rumours that 
Germany’s reply had been received by the 
British Government, and that it con- 
stituted a general acceptance of the condi- 
tions laid down by President Wilson. 
Finally, late last night the Press Bureau 
issued an official statement which dis- 
posed conclusively of the more ex- 
travagant, at least, of these reports. It 
announced that the reports published to 
the effect that Germany had capitulated 
“have no foundation in fact.” It may be 
added authoritatively that the German 
Government's reply to President Wilson 
has not reached London at all. Any fore- 
cast of the character of that reply can 
only be a matter of speculation and deduc- 
tion from the known facts in the military 
and politicai situation, 

The Government has been well advised 
to issue an official démentt with regard to 
yesterday’s rumours. Our only regret is 
that it was not able to do so sooner and 
to overtake the rumours before they had 
obtained a widespread and too valid 
currency. The obvious danger which lurks 
in them is that, by pitching our hopes of 
the enemy s early surrender too high, they 
may produce; should those hopes prove 
unfounded, a mischievous reaction. It is 
by no means inconceivable that they are 
circulated from Germany with the deli- 
berate object of producing, by disappoint- 
ment following upon a high tension of 
expectancy, a certain demoralisation of 
Allied opinion. That is a real danger; 
and we shall avoid it only if we curb our 
anticipations strongly and hold them with 
a tight rein. We remarked yesterday that 
while he speaks to Berlin Mr. Wilson per- 
mits no relaxation of America’s war effort, 
and warns his people that any such re 
laxation will mean years of war instead of 
early peace on his own terms, Mr. 
Asquith’s attitude in his speech at the 


National Liberal Club yesterday seems to | 
us to be thoroughly commendable. The | 


key-note of his speech was this—“ We must | 


keep our powder dry.’’ There is the most 


solid ground for reasoned optimism. The. 
back of the enemy s resistance is broken, | 
and they are suing for peace. There is | 
no one who does not feel with Mr. Asquith | 


that “we are approaching the end of this 


one who does not share his confidence that 
the purposes for which we have endured 
the most trying ordeal in our history not 
only will be, but are being, attained. But 
he added a warning—“ unless we blindly 
and wilfully throw them away.” There 
is no surer means of throwing them away 
than to believe that the end, though it is 
in sight, is as yet actually within reach. 

The enemy s overtures for peace, as Mr. 
Asquith said, are plainly to this extent 
sincere—that they evidently proceed from 
people who in their heart of hearts have 
given up the game. It does not by any 
means follow, however—the first comments 
of the German Press on Mr. Wilson’s 
answer, m fact, suggest the contrary—that 
the enemy have as yet fully appreciated 
the Allies’ absolutely inflexible determina- 
tion that they shall not only admit defeat, 
but admit also the whole implication of 
that defeat. They cannot by virtue of any act 
of submission be permitted to evade any 
of the logical consequences of defeat or 
draw from negotiation some advantage to 
which they have no'right and of which they 
could retain no particle if the war went 
on to complete and unequivocal victory in 
the field. If Germany wishes to anticipate 
by submission the rapid march of events 
towards her unconditional surrender, her 
submission must be of such a character as 
will regard that unconditional surrender 
as already consummated. It must be an 
act of submission equivalent in its results 
to the results which unconditional sur- 
render on the battle-field would achieve 
for the Allies. That there is still in Cen- 
tral Europe a desire to evade this log

Reprisals can, and will, be put 
into operation—however reluctantly—un- 
less the fiendish cruelty which our men 
have to endure ceases. Public opinion 
will not stand any further temporising 
with the question. It is satisfactory to 
learn from Lord. Newton that a list of 
the officers responsible for the ill-treatment 
of British soldiers has been kept. The 
German Government should be informed 
that these men cannot be allowed to escape 
the punishment which their crimes de- 
mand, At the conclusion of hostilities 
they must be delivered into our hands so 
that justice may be done. There are no 
extenuating circumstances in their case. 
We earnestly hope that the Government’s 
ultimatum will have the desired effect. 


The “ : Leifear” Fond. 


The fund for the relief of the dependents 
of those who perished in the Leinster 
disaster was inaugurated yesterday at a 
meeting convened by the Lord Mayor in 
Dublin Mansion House. The peuple of 
Ireland have been deeply moved by the 
ghastly tragedy, and we feel confident that 
the appeals which were made yesterday 
will meet with a wide and generous 
response. The dependents of many of the 
victims are in acute distress. It is true 
that the families of the men who were in 
the service of the State or in the employ- 
ment of the Steamship Company will 
receive a certain amount of monetary com- 
pensation; but, as the Lord Chaacellor 
pointed out, this relief very often falls 
far short of what is required. The object 
of the relief fund is not merely to provide 
for the immediate necessities of those who 
have been bereaved, but to ensure that 
they shall enjoy the same measure of com- 
fort and the same advantages that they 
would have received if the tragedy had not 
occurred. For that purpose a large capital 
sum will be required. It is the duty of 
every person, therefore, to contribute to 
the best of his or her means, even to the 
extent of making sacrifices. Any sacrifice 
that can be made for this purpose will be 
insignificant in comparison with that of 
the brave sailors and postal officials who

IDENTIFIED. 


At the Dublin Morgue there have been 
identified Margaret Archer (7), late of London; 
Mrs. Wilkes, Watford, London, and Mrs. 
Marion Glynn, Sundridge Park, Bromley, Kent. 
It is probable that the public health authorities 
will now take charge of remains not removed 
Three bodies net yet identified are described as 
followe:—A woman about 40 years, of stout 
build, with dark hair turning grey. She has 
sharp features, and was wearing a considerable 
amount of jewellery. Another body is that of a 
little girl, aged about three years, with fair 
hair, and having one tooth missing in the front 
of the mouth. She was wearing a blue velvet 
coat, black socke, and buttoned boots 

The third body is that of a young man, aged 
about 20 years, wearing a brown guit, and 
about 5 feet 11 inches in height. He was 
wearing brown shoes, with black socks, a soft 
blue collar, striped black and white tie, and 
white shirt. 


LEINSTER LIFEBOAT RECOVERED. 
Yesterday a smal] steamer of the patro! type 
came in from sea towing a lifeboat belonging 
to the ill-fated mail steamer Leinster. It had 
been found drifting about in the Channel off 
Dublin Bay. This last recovered relic of the 
mail boat disaster still had its oars lying in 
the bottom, with some sodden life-jaekets and 
a emall water cask with the bung-hole open 
The stem of the boat appeared to have been 
a little damaged, but otherwise she appeared 
to be intact and contained no water. In the 
newer Custom House Docks are lying two other 
lifeboats from the torpedoed Leinster, but these 
are both water-logged and badly damaged, one

“THE IRISH LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
SOCIETY.” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin —Dr. Bernard’s coldness towards Pre- 
sident Wilson’s declaration that a League of 


Nations is an immediate aim of America in the | 
war—a coldness so markedly in contrast with | 
the warmth of the Archbishop of Canterbury’s | 


endorsement of that declaration—may explain 


composition and aims of the “Irish League of 
Nations Society,” but cannot excuse a descri p- 
tion which is carelessly slamderous of the mem- 
bers of the society. The statement, made to 
the Dublin Diocesan Synod, that the members 
of the society belong to “ that section of Irish- 
men who refuse to fight for the cause of the 
Allied nations, and who prefer to stay quietly 
at home fomenting sedition, while they are 
protected from the perils of war by the Navies 
of the United Kingdom and of America,” is 
utterly untrue. It is not only untrue, but eruel 
when applied to men the sons of some of whom 
have made the supreme sacrifice for what they 
believed to the cause of liberty in Europe, 
and the sons of others of whom ar¢getill fight- 
ing or languishing in German prison camps 
for the same sacred cause. The Archbishop's 
language is a melancholy fruit of that habit of 
oe so common among those who boast of 
eg “Ao brand of loyalty in Ireland, by which 
fference of opinidn from oneself in public 
“mains is regarded as disloyal and seditious. 

“The Irish League of Nations Society ” has 
now been denounced by the Sinn Fein journals 
as a conspiracy of secret British agents, and 
by an anti-Wilsonian Archbishop as a seditious 
society. The experience should make it happy 
and confident. Its firm faith in the principles 
of international justice to be applied by a 
tribunal representing the conscience of civilised 
mankind, chasten and enlightened by the 
agonies of the last four years, evidently offends 
all sections of Chauvinists. This, in iteelf, is
